Walkein Government 
Defeat. 



[Toronto Mail.] 

Coming so soon upon their success 
in the Legislature on the railway ques- 
tion, the defeat of the Walkein admin- 
istration in British Columbia has given 
rise to , some speculation as to the 
causes, which led to it. These are now 
clear enough. In the fall of 1873, Mr. 
DeCosmos, who was then Premier of 
British Columbia, cdme to Ontario and 
opened negotiations with the Govern- 
ment of Sir John Macdouald for an 
advance to his Province.of a sum of 
money equal to the difference between 
its actual and ita allowed debt, the in- 
terest at tho rate of hvo per cent, per 
aunum to bo deducted annually from 
the subsidies payable by the Dominion 
to tho Province, and the Province to 
bo credited with any sum it might pay 
back. The difference between the 
actual and the proposed debt in Nov- 
ember, 1873, was $945,878. Before 
they resigned olHce, tho Macdouald 
Government adopted an Order in 
Council, one clause of which reads: — 
"Tho Minister [of Finance], therefore, 
recommends that authority be given 
to advance to the Government of Brit- 
ish Columbia, for local improvements, 
such sums from timo to time as may 
be applied for, to be charged against 
tho debt of tho Provineo to tho extent 
of the amount by which that debt falls 
short of tho debt allowed. Should 
the Provincial Government at any 
time wish to refund any portion of tho 
advances so made, tho refund, the 
Minister observes, would, on the same 
principle, bo crodited to the debt." 
This last provision was put in, we 
have reason to know, at tho sugges- 
tion of tho Provincial Government, 
who no doubt were desirous of mak- 
ing the best appearance possible be- 
fore their own people We can hard- 
ly suppose they had any reasonable 
expectation of paying tho money back, 
and making a public investment bear- 
ing iuterest. Tho Mackenzio Admin- 
istration came into power soon after, 
and practically endorsed the condi- 
tions of this Order in Council. Mr. 
Mackenzie on tho 14th November, in 
a letter to Mr. DeCosmos, said ho 
would not givo an absolute promise 
that the differenco between the actual 
and allowed debt would be paid as 
stated in the Order.as it would require 
to be submitted to Parliament, adding: 
"I seo no serious objection, however, 
to the proposal, and we will submit a 
measure to enable the Government to 
carry it into effect." Next session they 
did submit such a measuro extending 
its provisions to all tho Provinces in a 
like condition with British Columbia. 
Practically and in effect, therefore, 
the arrangement made between Mr. 
DeCosmos and the Government of 
Sir John Macdonald was put into tho 
binding form of law by the Mackenzie 
Government. 

[Here follows a resume of the cor- 
respondence which led to the pledging 
of " the revenue to Canada.] The 
"Mail''" concludes: 

It was on tho strength of the facts 
here set forth that tho Walkem Minis- 
try nas beaten. Expulsion from of- 
fice was severe censure for a lino of 
conduct which there can be no doubt 
was taken in tho interest of tho Pro- 
vince But tho late Attornoy-Generul. 
was not blameless in permitting the 
Mackenzie Government to draw him 
into the trap which resulted so disas- 
trously to himself. If ho could not 
have obtained the money he wanted 
as an advance on the difference of 
debt "which tho Government had tak- 
en power by Act of Parliament to pay 
ho should not have accepted it at all, 
however great his necessities. Mr. 
Mackenzie's refusal to aid tho Provin- 
cial Government in what he had him- 
self mado a perfectly legal way could 
only have boon designed to embarrass 
it. Local intrigue by his emissaries 
completed the work he had commenc- 
ed at Ottawa, and the Walkein Minis- 
try foil. But Mr. Mackenzio cannot 
take to himself much comfort out of 
their fall. For as Mr. Walkem was 
beaten for committing an act which 
was represented as fettering the Pro- 
vincial Government in its dealing with 
tho Government of the Dominion, Mr. 
Elliott, his successor, must be hold to 
be a greater stickler for "The Terms." 
And as a mattor of fact, we boliev«,ho 
is. It would be a great mistake, then, 
for any one to suppose that becauso 
Mr. Walkem has ceasod to bo Premier 
of British Columbia, tho shuffling, 
pottering railway policy of tho Ottawa 
Cabinet has met with any success in 
tho Pacific Province. Mr. Walkem's 
fall is their strongest condemnation.

A Rotten Sun\— Mr. .Plimsoll (the 
New York Times says) will be interested 
in oxamining the particulars of the recent 
wreok of a rotton old ship off tho coast of 
South America. This vessel— the Ligu- 
ria— was bound from British Columbia to 
Callao, and actually tumbled to pieoes at 
sea in fair weather. Tho lumber which 
formed her cargo was soaked by wat.r 
pouring in at tho boltholos of hor sides 
and bottom. Tho swelling of this lum- 
ber burst open tho ship, in spite of tho 
pressure of flvo ohaina with which the 
bulk was girded about, aud sho broko up 
like a shell. Wo are in tho habit of hear- 
a great deal about bad seamanship 
nowadays, but it is evident that there is 
work on this side of tho world for a re- 
former who shall compel a more rigid in- 
spection of so-called "seaworthy ships." 
A table showing tho actual ago and con- 
dition of vessels engaged inourcoastwiso 
and deep sea trado would be a valuable 
guide for shippers and seafarers. Tho 
sinking of the stoamer PaoiSc by collision 
with a sailing vessel was a fair oxamplo 
of the worthlessness of somo of tho hulls 
afloat. That tho collision might have 
been avoided is very true; but there is no 
possible excuse for tho breakiug up of a 
vessel by such a blow as that given by 
the Orpheus. Tho steamer's bow was 
crushed in like glass on receiving a blow 
delivered obliquely. It is a perversion of 
language to call such a ship "soaworthy." 

Educational.— Mr. Jessop, Snporin- 
tendaut of Education, returned from a 
visit of inspection to tho soliools at Na- 
naimo, Cedar, Wellington, Gabriola and 
Comox, yostorday. At four of those 
schools tho pupils took High School ex- 
amination questions. Bad roads and in- 
clement weather have reduced the aver- 
age attendance. At Nanaimo there is 
still much sickness among children. Mr. 
Jessop will visit Halt Spring Island next 
week. 

Mandamus.— On tho application of Mr.

An appeal 
was made from tho provisions of tho law 
and the case takon to tho Supremo Court 
whore its validity was coufirmod.

Premier IHiiott heads the 

[Nanaimo Freo JPrcss, Feb. 38.] - 

Sucb was the result of Monday's con 

tested election at Victoria, and British 
Columbia has now a now Premier to con 
trol hor destinies. Taking iuto considera- 
tion the financial condition the late min- 
istry had plunged tho Provinoe iuto, now 
mado fully known, and not mado moro 
acceptable by explanation offered, it is 
quite clear tho reins of government havo 
not beon placed in new hands boforo 
wanted. Financial embarrassments have 
ever been regarded as the most serious 
disaster that can befall any government. 
Independence and usefulness under Bach 
circumstances disappear, and yet this, uo- 
happily, was precisely the position tho 
lata Ministry had lod tho Provinoe into. 
Seldom has an expiring Ministry be- 
queathed a more pitiful legacy than that 
presontod by the Walkem Ministry, with 
its treasury exhausted, indebtedness in- 
curred and credit d7awn upon to fullest 
extent. From tho observations that fell 
from Mr. MoCroight whon addressing the 
meeting of Mr. Elliott's supporters at the 
Victoria Theatre, and which from tho 
well-known integrity of tho speaker may 
bo relied upon as corroot. it appears the 
Walkem Ministry raokod overy possible 
source for money. Not only was tho forth- 
coming subsidy anticipated and public 
lands' sold at auction for realization of 
funds, but oven tho sacrod trust of money 
arising from intostato estates was invaded 
and, to use tho words of tho speakor, the 
dead as well as tho living availed of for 
creation of political support and continu- 
ance of power. Tho deprivation of tbo 
sweets of office it would seem has boon 
takon anything but kindly by tho outgo- 
ing ministry. One of them moro especial- 
ly — the ex-Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works — moved, so to speak, heaven 
and oarth to dofoat Mr. Elliott; acted as 
chairman of Mr. Duck's committee and 
principal spokesman at a public meeting 
on his behalf, proceedings that have boon 
denounced as prompted by no hotter or 
more patriotic motive than au inordinate 
desire to bo again in tho receipt of S3500 
a year. Such bohaviour may bo rogaidod 
as iu unison with that spirit sometimes 
oxhibitod by rejooted lovars who, though 
discarded, will still bo lingering in at- 
tendance and bo heard loud iu denuncia- 
tion of tho claims of an opposing rival. 
Thero was nothing whatever in tho career 
of tho Walkem-Boaven Ministry that 
should havo indisposed the community to 
try what a new Ministry might bo able 
to do on their behalf. The railway and 
drydock in thoir hands woro fail- 
ures. Whilo with tho Provinco plunged 
head ovor oars in debt iu the execution of 
public works — somo of questionable va- 
lue— aro those untoward events that fur- 
nish anything but agreeable reminiscen- 
ces. Wo do not say they havo been alto- 
gether to blame lor these unfortunate 
episodes in thoir history ; it may be to 
some extent it has been their misfortune 
and not thoir fault. Bo that as it may 
tho Provinoe has been Jong enough strug- 
gling with an unsuccessful ministry, and 
tho chango is not only a relief but a wel- 
come.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, March 1. — Steamer Faraday 
successfully repaired the direct cable 
at noon to day.

Washington, March 1. — Tt is under- 
stood that Schenck will sail for Amer- 
ica on Saturday to appear before the 
committee iu person. The friends of 
Schenck now in this city say they are 
in possession of a letter written by 
Lyon making a demand on ex-Senator 
Stewart for $200,000 under a threat of 
publishing Lyons' story. Thoy also 
say this story is impeached in every 
material assertion by every witness 
and documents in the litigation now 
pending in England. Schenck pub- 
lishes the following card :— "London, 
March 1. — In somo London papers 
this morning were published tele- 
graphic dispatches purporting to givo 
a report of Lyons' testimony boforo 
the Committee of Congress. I de- 
nounce bis whole statement concern- 
ing mo as a tissue of infamous false- 
hoods. Haviug obtained leave of ab- 
sence from my government for the 
purposo, I shall sail in the next steam- 
or for tho United States to confront 
my calumniators and vindicate my 
imputation. " 

New York, March 2. — Members of 
Plymouth Church oxclusivoly wore 
admitted to tho adjourned business 
mooting this evening, to bear H. C. 
Bowen answer to questions beforo tho 
obnrch by tbo Examining Committee. 
Bowon made tho following statomeut: 
Ho said from his written statement 
that he know what was sulhciout to 
convinco bitu of Boochor's guilt. Lot 
tbo consequences bo what thoy might 
aud let thorn fall on him and Beechor, 
ho told them he had reasons for be- 
lieving Bceeher to bo an impure man; 
that ho could tell tho reasons before a 
pioper tribunal, but would never givo 
names.

Giving namos of women so 
long dead loft other names opon to 
suspicion. (Applause) Ho protested 
against sec rey, thero was no roason 
for it. (Applause.) Beechor object- 
ed to star chamber proceedings, his 
tongue was not to bo tied. Bowen 



hero bandod up a note to tho offeot 
that ho would meet these gentlemen 
named, giving facts which convinced 
him long ago that Beecber waa an 
adulterer. Mr. Boecher— This is too 
bad from a man who sat for years at 
the Communion table taking bread 
and wine, knowing I was an adulterer. 
(Applause.) Tho report of the Ex- 
amining Committee charging Bowen 
with slander, etc., was adopted and a 
committee of three were authorized to 
summon Mr. Bowen before them and 
report. Boweu was then requested to 
retire with the committee of three. 
Various motions to expel Bowen were 
voted down.

CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

- [Charlottctown, P. E. Inland, Patriot. | 
The people of British Columbia having 
made, from their point of view, an excel- 
lent bargain with Sir John A. Maodon- 
ald's Government, appoar determined to 
require its s rict fulfilment at tho hands 
of the Mackenzie Administration. They 
would not listen to tho ngout that Mr. 
Maokenzie sont to thom somo two years 
ago. Thoy sought the interference of the 
Homo Government, and now they, a sec- 
ond time, rofuso terms that most people, 
East of tho Rocky Mountains, look upon 
as too liberal by far. Of couise, it is but 
natural that people who havo made what 
they bolieve to bo an exceedingly advan- 
tageous arrangement should do their 
best to profit by it. But this sort of 
thing can be carried too far. It is 
quite possible to insist too strongly on 
our strictly legal rights. There is a 
greed which overreaches itself. If 
the British Columbians angrily throw 
away thoir slice because, in thoir esti- 
mation it is not big enough, and be- 
cause thoy think thero is not enough 
butter on it, thoy may be treated like 
other naughty people of smaller 
growth, aud bo told to take it or leave 
it, but that they would not get the 
chance of rof using it again. Already 
are heard from various quarters, aud 
some of them very influential, threats 
of repudiation. A rough and ready 
way of settling tho dispute witb Brit- 
ish Columbia has been suggested more 
than once, and the Governmont have 
been censured for deferring to the 
wishes of a handful of settlors on the 
Pacific coast, aiid for endoavoring to 
carrying out engagements which are 
impossible of fulfilment. The opinion 
that tho British Columbians are moat 
and exacting is gaining ground, and 
it will, wo think, be found that their 
appeal to tho Colonial Office will be 
resented by the great majority of the 
people ot the Dominion. The days of 
Downing Street dictation, it was hop- 
ed, were gone, never to return. Can- 
adians believe that they are fully 
competent to manage their own affairs 
without interference from abroad, 
and we bolieve that the 
people of British Columbia have 
more to expect from the good-will and 
the liberality of thoir fellow-colonists 
on this side of the Atlantic than ever 
they can hope to receive through tho 
interference or the mediation of the 
Colonial Ministor. Tho $750,000 which 
they have been offered as au equival- 
ent for tho railroad on the Island of 
Vancouver ia a very handsome sum, 
and if what wo read of thoir financial 
condition be true, thoy aro not in a 
position angrily to throw it back in 
the faces of tbo donors. These fifteen 
or twenty thousand Bottlers on tho 
Pacific coast appear to bo adopts in 
the modern art of getting into debt. 
The liabilities of this infant commun- 
ity are, we seo, above $000,000. The 
sum which the Dominion offers them 
would clear them of debt and leavo 
them a snug little balance at their 
banker's to start afresh with. It is to 
be hoped that they will ro-consider 
the matter and make their hay while 
tho sun shines. This appears the 
more likely, as tho last mail brings us 
the news of tbo defeat of the Walkem 
Government, and that a motion in tho 
Assembly to secedo from tho Con- 
federation could not find a seconder. 
Tho now Government which, wo sup- 
pose, has beon formed by this time, 
will not, wo trust, stand in its own 
light, and will have tho sagacity to see 
on which side its bread is buttered. 

[St. John, N. 1!., Telosrsph.) 

On Sunday, our correspondent rft 
Victoria, V. I., telegraphed to us 
rather important nows, which will be 
found elsewhere. Tho Legislature of 
British Columbia, which mot on the 
10th inst., and comprises a House of 
Assembly of twenty-four members, 
has, it appears, by a unanimous voto, 
rejectod tho proposition contained in 
tho Miuuto adoptod by tho Dominion 
Government in September last, and 
resolved to appeal to England against 
that Minute. It will bo romemberod 
that the proposition of tho Dominion 
Governmont was to make an absolute 
grant of $750,000 to British Columbia, 
in liou of the non-construction by tho 
Dominion Government of tho railway 
from Nanaimo to Empunmlt in tho 
Island of Vancouver and of tho bridge 
across tho Straits, this sum being 
equal to a bonus of §10,000 a mile on 
tho proposed railroad. Under tho 
original Canada Pacific Railway 
scheme, as arranged between tho Gov- 
ernment and Sir Hugh Allan, this 
lino was to havo boon constructed. 
When that arrangement fell through 
aud the present Government under- 
took to build the road there was no 
obligation in existence which required 
this Government to build that line. 
Tho terminus rniglp, it' it was doomed 
best, bo located on ono of tho Inlets 
connoctod with tho main lino. But 
British Columbia appealed to England on 
tho subject, for sho felt that were tho last 
montionod idoa to bo oarriod out, this 
would bo a groat disappointment to 
Vancouver Island and to Victoria its 
capital. In tho arbitration carried on 
by Lord Carnarvon tbo building of 
this branch road, which is really a 



local lino, was urged and the burden 
accepted by the present Government. 
A bill to fucilitnto tho work was car- 
ried in tho House of Commons, but 
was rejected in the Senate, the mem- 
bers of tbe Opposition in the lattor 
house, including, if we remember 
rightly, the Hon. Mr. Campbell, lato 
Postmaster General, voting against it. 
The legal right to assume tho work 
being wanting, and the financial bur- 
den onerous, if not insuperable— the 
Government boing also hampered by 
a provision not to increaso taxation 
beyond its present volume, while pro- 
secuting tbe building of tho Canada 
Pacific Railroad— a medium course 
suggested itself to the Government. 
While making very large expenditures 
on tho railroad, quite as largo as the 
finances of the country would war- 
rant, tbe Government, under all tho 
circumstances, proposed to make to 
British Columbia, an absolute grant 
of $750,000 as beforo mentioned, a 
sum which, if tbe proposed railroad 
scheme bad in it any vitality, might 
bo deemed sufficient to enable the 
Provincial Government to carry out 
the work. The Imperial Government 
proposed and that of Canada accepted 
the onerous obligation of spending 
two million dollars a year on the main 
line and of completing certain defined 
portions of the work by 1890. 

The information now received is 
that British Columbia deBires her 
"pound of flesh," aud appeals to Eng- 
land in order that tho Parliament and 
Government of Canada may be com- 
pelled to ratify and carry out the 
agreement alroady described. This is 
much to be regretted, but it seems it 
cannot be avoided. British Columbia 
relies on tbe sympathies of Lord Car- 
narvon; expects also, no doubt, that 
Party spirit in Canada will come to 
her aid, and has no doubt of the abil- 
ity of Canada to make the most in- 
credible railway expenditure without 
any peril to our national finances. 
England is again to be appealed to on 
those points, with what results re- 
mains to bo seen. It is hardly, we 
think, to be anticipated, even if it 
were possible, that any branch of tho 
Parliament of Canada is to be coerced 
by England to outer into an engage- 
ment which in the judgment of tho 
members is unjust or financially ruin- 
ous. An article lately in the 'Times' 
exposing the financial madness of the 
Khedive in attempting a vast railway 
scheme, the proposed road being in- 
tended to traverse a barren and in- 
hospitable region destitute of inhabi- 
tants. Tho leading journal stated 
that however grand the project, many 
years would have to elapse before it 
could bo undertaken. Surely then 
tho British Governmont will seriously 
consider "the entire case before seeking 
to impose upon Canada any legal or 
financial obligations which it would 
be impossible to carry out. No doubt, 
as well described in a recent letter by 
our correspondent, political feeling 
runs high in British Columbia. This 
is proved by the representatives of the 
mainland making common cause with 
those of tho Island. But this matter 
ought to be discussed calmly and dis- 
passionately in the Parliament of Ca- 
nada and in tho Imperial Councils. 
We hope that all mattors will be set- 
tled on a fair and equitable basis and 
a good understanding arrived at be- 
tween British Columbia aud tho Do- 
minion, but should the appeal to Eng- 
land involve also, in the end, an ap- 
peal to the people of Canada, we feel 
confident that the Government of this 
cou try will be upheld in their de- 
sire and efforts to do all that cau bo 
reasonably expected to meet tho just 
claims and reasonable wishes of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and in refusing to do 
what the Governmont have no legal 
powor to do and no financial means of 
accomplishing. This is a case in which 
the voice of Party should be hushed 
aud iu which tho voices of Justice and 
Patriotism should alone be heard.
